GILL, NETS COMPLAINED OF. 

LONG BEACH, May 19.—The largely 
increased use of gill nets in the waters 
of this vicinity ing bitterly complained 
of by Long Beach fishermen, who as- 
cribe their recent meager catches to 
that fact. 

Last year and in other past years it 
ie said that of all the fishing-boate 

@ut from fan Pedro only two or 

three carried gill nets. A large part 
of the fish taken by those boats was 
by trolling. Now the sftuation is much 
changed. There are said to be twenty~- 
five boats going out from San Pedro 
carrying gill neta. These nets are 
generally of great lengths, some meas- 
uring 3000 feet, and with a width of 
sixty feet. With floats along one edge 
and sinkers along the other the net 
offers a retaining barrier around which 
the fish as they make their way through 
the sen, do not often go. 

Sometimes if the fish do appear to 
be evading such a net by going under 
it another net is attached and the re- 
sult is a net reaching froth the surface 
to a depth of 120 feet.
